THE PRESIDENT’S GREETING 


t American Agricuicure Demands a Live Stock Farmer 
Who Makes His Farm a Home.--By J. C. White. 


—==——7 HE paramount need of this age is the production of food. 
= Never before in the world’s history has there been a 
“=, more general shortage of food stuffs, a more persistant 
>) demand for increased production, or a higher range of 
5; | prices for the necessities of life. Beef has been a staple 
food products since history began and will continue to be 
a prime necessity until the last line of history is written. 
We marvel at the high prices paid for land today and the 
feverish scramble of so many farmers to secure, at the increased 
prices, lands which they did not covet when they could be had for a 
third or a fourth of their present value. The value of land is de- 
termined by the price for which its product may be exchanged. I 
feel safe in asserting that the true standard for estimating its value 
is the amount and cost of prime beef into which its grains and 
grasses may be converted. To avoid the mistakes of the Eastern 
farmers in depleting the fertility of the soil by constant “graining,” 
the modern farmer has resorted to the raising of stock and the ro- 
tation of crops. To succeed in conserving the fertility of the soil, 
the farmer of today must convert the products of the farm into 
beef, milk and pork on his farm. 


The breeds and strains of cattle and hogs produced are matters 
of the greatest importance. Before adopting any line of production 
each farmer should carefully consider his own inclinations and cap- 
abilities as well as the capabilities of his lands and the require- 
ments of the markets. Every man of good judgment wishes to es- 
tablish a business that will be permanent. This should be the spec- 
ial aim of the breeder of registered stock. Every one recognizes 
the correctness of the truism, “scrub cattle have no place on high 
priced lands.” It costs little, if any, more to raise pure bred than 
it does to raise grade cattle. A pure bred male is a necessity on 
every modern stock farm. Whether the herd of cattle or swine be 
large or small, pure breds will pay best. Assuming that the pro- 
gressive young farmer has adopted the production of pure bred 
cattle as a business, his ambition should be to establish a reputation 
for himself and his herd, that will be a prime asset and a guaran- 
tee of future success. The great captains of industry take pride in 
establishing, maintaining and transmitting to their posterity a rep- 
utation for excellence, efficiency and probity. 

No other business is more honorable or important or depends 
more on reputation for success than that of the registered stock 
producer. The prevailing prices demanded fcr pure bred stock 
should not deter the prospective stock raiser from purchasing reg- 
istered cattle for his foundation. The opinion that high prices will 
prevail for years to come is predicated on the foresight and ability 
of the captains of finance. The national debt is enormous and it 
will be better to pay that debt with the cheap dollar of the present 
era than with dear money that must prevail with low wages and low 
prices. Hence, high prices will be the rule for years to come. 

While not disparaging the other breeds of beef cattle, it seems 
to me that the Aberdeen-Angus is the ideal one for Iowa farmers. 
The success of the “Doddies” in the prize ring and on the block 
proves their superiority as beef cattle over all other breeds. Their 
early maturing qualities, their popularicy with buyers and their 
positive superiority in the feed lot should be determining factors in 
favor of the Angus for farmers every where. A few weeks ago I 
was traveling with a young Irish clergyman who recently came to 
Iowa from his native country. On noticing some Angus cattle he 
remarked, “Every farmer in Ireland prefers the blacks for feeders. 
They make the best gains and are the most profitable cattle they 
can place on their farms.” 


There is one feature of stock raising that I have tried to im- 

press on farmers of my acquaintance during the past quarter of a 
century; beef cattie shouid never be permitted to lose their calf 
flesh. Besides the loss of bloom, it will cost many times less to keep 
the flesh on an animal by proper care and feed than it will to re- 
piace it after it has once been lost. A small herd properly fed and 
cared for will pay better than a large herd of half starved cattle. 
aa “corn crib cross” is quite as essential as pedigree and blood 
ines. 
: It is the experience of the writer that comparatively few Amer- 
icans of today think or speak of the Farm as a permanent and dc- 
sirable home. A few weeks ago, with four other men, I was mo- 
toring through central Iowa. We had remarked the splendid con- 
dition and prosperous appearance of the country. Needing water 
for the radiator of the auto, we turned into farm yard and asked 
the young man we saw there if we could get some water. He re- 
plied in the affirmative and asked us to draw nearer to the barn 
which he entered and turning a switch started an electric engine 
with which they pumped the water supply for the farm. He told us 
his father had purchased the farm some two years previously and 
had made it a model home. The house was steam heated. An elec- 
tric plant supplied light and power for house ar! barn machinery. 
Tractors were used and for marketing produce while two automo- 
biles and fine graveled roads enabled them to travel with speed and 
comfort. The family consisted of the parents, four boys and two 
girls. Three of the boys and one of the girls had graduated from 
college. The other two children were still in school. The cost of 
the one-hundred-sixty-acre farm with its modern improvements— 
making a model home—was almost sixty thousand dollars. 

After we left the farm one of the professional men of our party 
told us of a professional acquaintance who with his wife—a child- 
less society woman—occupied a city home which had cost him over 
one hundred thousand dollars. A lucrative professional practice 
barely enabled him to keep up his house and pay living expenses. 
On the quarter-section farm was an elegant modern home while the 
products of the farm supplied ample means for the sustenance and 
educated the family as well as a reasonable provision for the fut- 
ure. 

The desirability of the farm as a permanent home should be 
forcibly impressed upon every American citizen. The achievements 
of the American people have attracted world wide attention. Out 
on the farm, close to nature—and not in the tenement or flat—will 
man find his natural habitat. It should be the wish of every lover 
of his country and of humanity that in a comparatively short time 
the typical American family should consist of a progressive agricul- 
turalist, a rosy-cheeked wife and a numerous, sturdy and cultured 
progeny, living in a modern home located on a well equipped Amer- 
ican live stock farm.

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WITH A GLANCE BACK AS WE STEP UP AND INTO A NEW ERA

The Association Has Widened its Work through the Extension Workers in the Field, who are co-operating in Calf Club Work with the County Agents 


_y_._|ET us not be impatient of advancement to first place; 
TAs | the mighty oak took a long time to get its sound and 
| sturdy growth. While the origin of the Aberdeen-Angus 
| is lost in the mists of antiquity in northeast Scotland, 

the breed is an infant in America. Not until 1873 did 
| three pure bred bulls come to the United States to im- 

prove the range stock of Kansas; and it was another 
ae decade before Aberdeen-Angus were being imported in 
sufficient numbers to be taken seriously as a beef breed. 

The official birth of the breed as an American live stock factor 
may be placed at 1883, for in that year the American Aberdecn- 
Angus Breeders’ Association was founded and the permancnt 
foundation of the breed here was made. Hon. J. H. Pope, one time 
Minister of Agriculture for Canada, who imported some forty-one 
years ago, is still living, and I believe must be reckoned the oldest 
active breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in America. So we have 
the history of Aberdeen-Angus in America spanned by living and 
active breeders. Looking backword, the most pessimistic can 
scarcely say we havn’t made progress in keeping with the world, 
our nation and the other breeds, both beef cattle and other kinds of 
live stock. 

The Association was organized under the laws of the state of 
Illinois, under a special act entitled, “An Act Concerning Corpora- 
tions” which pertains to an act whereby Associations or Corpora- 
tions can organize on a fraternal plan as it were, and not for pecun- 
iary profit. 

The fundamental object in organizing an Association of this 
nature was for the purpose of collecting, verifying, preserving and 
publishing the pedigrees of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in North Amer- 


ica. 


Primarily an association of the nature of the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Association is for the purpose of keeping 
unimpaired the purity of the breed it represents. A secondary and 
supplementary function every breed association can perform and 
should perform is the promotion of the interests of its breed. The 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association has been able 
under this form of organization to perform its record work as well 
as its promotional work in step with the times. 

From 1883 to 1907 the Aberdeen-Angus breed and its Associa- 
tion experienced many ups and downs. There were times of enthus- 
iasm and prices ruled high, and on the other hand there were times 
of depression and prices ruled low. 

During the twenty-four years intervening between 1883 and 
1907 the Association enrolled 1472 members and registered 109,530 
animals up to December 1, 1907. 

First Herd Book Published 

During the period 1883 to 1886 the first Aberdeen-Angus herd 
book was compiled and printed, and it shows from the small begin- 
ning of a few bulls imported to Kansas in 1873 the breed had been 
introduced or spread to different states and provinces of Canada as 
follows: Kansas, Illinois, Missouri, Iowa, New York, Michigan, 
Dakota, Colorado, Maine, Indiana, Oregon, Minnesota, California, 
New Jersey, Ohio, Nebraska, Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, Wyoming, 
Massachusetts, Montana, Ontario, Quebec and Nova Scotia. ’ 

Up to the present time Aberdeen-Angus have been bred in 
every state in the Union except Rhode Island, also in Hawaii and 
Cuba, and every province of Canada. Up to and including July 


25, 1919, 294,392 animals have been recorded and a total of 5,207 
members enrolled. 


Missouri was the leading state of production for ee 
following the introduction of the breed into ieee wo ae 
way to Illinois and at the end of twenty years leadership of the 
Association, lowa forged to the front and has been the lar ; 
producer of Aberdeen-Angus ever since. =

through special cash prizes offered at leading ot ag 
and fairs in the United States and Canada. As a means of popu- 
larizing the breed the splendid exhibits throughout the country 
accomplished the desired results. ‘ 

Notwithstanding the results the breed had attained during the 
period mentioned, a lack of demand, or semi-depression, set in 
about 1904 which reached its lowest depths during the financial 
stringency of 1907. The decline was not wholly due to the 1907 
financial conditions but more largely to the transition and liquida- 
tion conditions in beef cattle circles not only in the western range 
country but also in every beef producing section of the country. 

Inactivity in the trade among breeders soon developed a clam- 
oring request for more help from the Association. At this point 
the managing directory of the Association, in casting about for 
some one to manage the Association affairs inside as well as out- 


side the office, became cognizant of the fact that they must secure | 


the services of a man scientifically as well as practically trained. 
Finances Show Gains of “Doddies” 
The first annual report, made in 1886, but covering the period 
of nearly three ,«ars after the Association was formed, showed 
an income of $3,009.85, disbursements of $2,850.30, and a balance of 


$159.55 in cash. The first 22 annual reports, covering the period | 
from the start of the Association until the beginning of the present — 


regime showed a total income of $265,437.01 with $218,333.60 dis- 
bursed. At the end of the last fiscal year, with another 11 fiscal 
years added to the first 22, the income of the Association has mount- 
ed to $862,701.73, disbursements of $818,536.87. In the last third 
of the history of the Association, the income had been $597,264.52, 
compared with the $265,437.01 of the first 22 years. Disburse- 
ments, which went to further the spread of the breed and the busi- 
ness of its members, showed over $600,000 as compared with the 
$218,536.87 of the earlier period. 
New Policies Inaugurated 

At this particular time the movement of extension in all the 

leading Universities and Colleges was making great headway and 


— 


attracting the attention of every organization and individual in- « 


terested in expansion. With this signal idea the American Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeder’s Association and its members formulated a 
new policy and put same in operation. 

The first move to create interest was an urgent call from the 
office of the Association for non-members to join and the results 
were so satisfactory that similar methods are still used. For a 
matter of comparison it was found that under the old policy the 
largest number of members enrolled in one fiscal year was 14 
while the first year the new policy 201 were enrolled. 

Publicity Started to Lift Depression 

Notwithstanding the progress attained by the office of the 
Association, depression still prevailed among many breeders and 
this gave rise to the need of publicity of the breed’s achievements 


from the office of the Association. , ; 7 
In 1909 the Association issued a bulletin entitled Supremacy

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A MESSAGE FROM THE HOMELAND

OU ask me for a short message of greeting from the Old 
Country on the occasion of the publication of the first 
number of “The Aberdeen-Angus Journal”. Right 
heartily do I send it, though painfully aware that it 
should have fallen to a more eloquent pen than mine in 
order fittingly to frame this greeting from the Breeders 
in the old homeland to the Breeders on the great conti- 

. nent of the West. ; 

When last I penned you a special message, I wrote on the day 

when the armed forces of America threw in their lot with the Allies 

in the cause of civilization and national freedom. And now as I

write these lines the bells of Bon-Accord are pealing out the glad- | 


some tidings that at the historic Palace at Versailles the Peace 
Treaty has been signed, and the Great War brought to an end. 

Peace! What a glorious sound the word now has! What a 
depth of meaning and what an entirely new meaning it has com- 
pared with what it had four years and 328 days ago! Scarred and 
almost shattered, the nations of the earth turn from the din and 
turmoil of battle to gather up again the broken threads of peace- 
ful industry, and it is to the oldest and greatest of our industries 
that we look for the healing hand of help that will bind up the 
sores and bring the true comforts of a lasting peace. 

There is no standing still in peaceful pursuit. In this realm 
there are battles to fight and victories to win, and just because the 
battles will be stiffer the prizes to be gained will be the richer re- 
ward. To the great brotherhood of Aberdeen-Angus breeders a 
noble heritage has been handed down. Forty years ago, off on the 
battle plains of France, when beset on every side by strong and 
keen competitors, the blackskins from near by the city from which 
I write raised the standard of beef supremacy, and the assaults on 
that banner by every beef breed of the world, has only served to 
make it flutter more gaily over every beef producing country in 
the Old World and the New, and where the fighting has been fierc- 
est, in the great arenas of Smithfield and Chicago, the victories 
have been the most pronounced. 

I do not know the extent of these victories: That our Breed’s 
championships are more numerous than those of all other breeds 
combined; or that practical meat experts and retail butchers ac- 
knowledge through the medium of Dollardom that, for beef pur- 

oses, there is no breed to compare with the cattle which were 
anded down to us by Hugh Watson, Keillor; Wm. McCombie, Tilly- 
four; Sir George Macpherson Grant, Ballindalloch, and that small 
coterie of early improvers, who if less in the limelight, added noble 
contributions to the beginnings of our breed’s illustrous history. 
It is to this heritage that present-day breeders must remain true. 
It is to the enriching of that heritage that now, under the blessing 
of international peace, breeders must set themselves. They have 
a greater work to do in the future than has been accomplished in 
the past, brilliant as the record is. And to attain that end all the 
material at hand must be made use of. There must be no selection 
of the so called aristecrats of the breed to the neglect of those 
grand old families which we are tempted to term “plebeian”. Both 
in the Old Country and in the Now there is too great a 
tendency to whittle down the breed to a few families, 
or lines of breeding, to the exclusion of just that very 
material which we ought to regard as re-invigorating 
sources and upbuilding agencies. Never forget Inky 
and what she introduced into the breed. 

Already I fear I have more than exhausted the 
space you allotted me. And yet there are a few things 
more I should like to say in my message. We, too, are 
starting a periodical, denoted to the interests of the 
breed, and have given it the name, “The Aberdeen-An- 
gus Review.” We hope it may form a sort of connective 
link between the interests of the breed in the Old 
Homeland; in your country which has provided the 
Breed’s History with some of its most notable chapters. 
not forgetting those magnificent record making sales 
of Mr. Donohoe’s, Mr. Escher’s, and Escher & Ryan’s, 
the news of which has just come to hand; in those other 
countries where the interests of the breed from apace— 
South Africa, New Zealand, Australia, South America. 
At the present time South Africa is by far our best 
market in this country, and South America makes a 
good second. 

_ It is some little time now since your country has 
figured to any extent in our export list. In my mess- 
age, too, | must tell your breeders that in the Old 
Homeland of the breed they will find that, in the years 
of warfare, our resources have been carefully husband- 
ed, and that with the re-opening of trade and in the out- 


look for that material which is to help forward the future fortunes 
of the breed, our herds in the native land of the world’s greatest 
beef breed are neither devastated nor deficient, but are stronger 
than ever to take their part in the up-building of the stocks of the 
world. We look forward to the Aberdeen-Angus breed taking their 
full share in the great mission that lies before our cattle breeds, 
and we anticipate, too, that breeders on both sides of the Atlantic 
may get into closer touch with each other, and combine in every 
possible way for the general advancement of the breed. 

I may be pardoned if I express my candid opinion and say that 
I think breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle have hitherto been 
rather inclined to act too independently of each other. Individual 
effort is always to be commended, but I do not think breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle stick closely enough together when the 
general advance of the breed is the issue. Just as the breed is a 
far greater thing than the herd, so it should be for every breeder 
to do a little missionary work on behalf of the breed. Do not leave 
too much of the spade work to be done by the officials, for however 
active and enthusiastic they may be, there are avenues of usefulness 
which present themselves to individual breeders which cannot be 
reached by the officials. 

In a few days after I write this we will hold the fortieth annual 
meeting of the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society. The reports to be 
submitted are of a most encouraging nature but membership goes 
up slowly, but I do envy you your magnificent roll of over five 
thousand members. Our field is limited and, with so many other 
breeds, competition is keen. But ‘yet our next volume of the Herd 
Book will be the largest that ever we have published. And what 
we are even better pleased with is the fact that during the past 
twelve months our exports, although confined to South Africa and 
South America, are larger than we have experienced in any former 
year. 
And so the year of Victory finds us looking forward with hope 
to the new era of prosperity for our breed, not the local breed of 
Angus and Buchan, but the enlarged and developed breed which, 
with the passage of time has gone out from this north-eastern 
corner of Scotland to take a place of honour on the continents of 
America, both North and South, in South Africa from the Cape to 
the Zambesi, in New Zealand, in Australia, and in those far off 
— of the sea which yield their contribution to the feeding of the 
nations.

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-ABERDEEN-ANGUS IN ARGENTINA

ar! Y first sight of the breed was at the 
St South of Buenos Aires, the year 1889, 
vii while traveling towards Mar del Plata 
in company with my father, who was 
much amused at my astonishment in 
seeing cattle without horns. He ex- 
plained their origin and superior merits 
but I could not admire the examples 
there. They impressed me as being a disgrace to 
the bovine family. 

Four years after my first glimpse of a black 
poll, my good old father, who guessed I was a 
long way from believing in the Aberdeen-Angus 
supremacy, made me a gift of the history of the 
breed by MacDonald and Sinclair, published in 
the year 1882, a book which had been given to him 
by Mr. Robertson Grant, the pioneer breeder. 

After reading that notable work, I thought I 
would investigate the doings of the breed, an un- 
usual determination, as I was at that time very 
young, ignorant and a strong believer in Short 
Horn invincibility. My first practical experience 
with cattle I bought under the name of “Polled 
Angus” was most disheartening. I took 85 yearling steers from a 
park rich estanciero who advertised that he had the best of every- 
thing. 
I took the animals to a very nice pasture near Buenos Aires. 
Some of the steers had a bit of red about their legs and ears and the 
remainder were ail black polled very wild and champion obstacle 
jumpers besides possessing a wonderful love for travelling, which 
caused me no end of trouble with my neighbors. 

Mr. Kingsland, who was an extensive buyer of fat cattle at 
that time, saw the steers on two occasions with four months inter- 
val. The first time he inspected the lot, he said: “The camp is 
superior and they will pick up and be ripe when I come again.” 
On his second visit he was surprised when he found that they had 
not improved. He said then that people might mistake them for 
Angus crosses, but after viewing them twice he could guarantee 
that they were nothing of the sort. I then was determined not to 
touch anything black in the future, when an old friend, a cattle 
dealer, visited me and seeing the brand on the steers, which he 
knew, and hearing me give the Aberdeen-Angus no credit except 
for exploring the district at my expense, discovered the reason. He 
remarked that the steers had about as much Polled Angus blood as 
he had in his veins. “Why”, he said, “the mothers were all black 
criolla cows, which could never be driven to the corral without the 
assistance of an army of dogs, and the bulls were the worst kind 
of scrub Red Polls in existence. 

When I had the good fortune and pleasure of parting with the 
adulterated specimens, losing money, I took special care, for my 
reputation, to make the buyer understand that I was not the breed- 
er of those black criollas without horns and that I would denounce 
him as a swindler if I heard he attached to his purchase the names 
of Polled Angus. He resold them later on under the name of 
mochos (doddied), but mocho meant for many polled Angus. What 
the third dealer called them I do not know, but suspect he thought 
that he had no reason for not referring to them as Polled Angus. 

That scandalous fraud if not unveiled in time would no doubt 
have spoiled the good merits of the breed in my estimation. To 
the unsrupulous inventor of that horrible cross we owe a great deal 
of the bad reputation the breed carried in those days. 

When I started my Aberdeen-Angus herd, a typical beast of 
the breed was almost unknown in the country. Anything black 
oe polled, took immediately the name of the World’s premier 
cattle. 
Some of the earliest cattle dealers had done very little benefit 
to the breed by importing bad tempered, inferior bulls which were 
bought by estancieros who owned bad camps and worse natured 
cows, producing a product which was sufficient to create difficulties 
for establishing the breed out here. 

Within the last ten years some tip-top bulls have been import- 
ed by the most progressive farmers who have been witnesses of the 
breeds success at the fat stock shows of Great Britain and North 
America. 

At present the country possesses over 2,000 head of pedigreed 
Aberdeen-Angus cows and above 300,000 grades. The triumph of 
Mr. Brown’s steers at our Palermo Fat Stock Show in the year 
1911 has been a powerful and practical way of teaching of the 
Argentine estancieros the value of the “Blacks” and has induced 
some of the most important Short Horn men in the Argentine cattle 
world to breed them, men such as Mr. Pedro Estanguet and Felix de 


Alzega.

_ For many years grass was plentiful and little attenti 
paid to the class of cattle raised, as bones and horns — . 
much money as did beef when sold on the hoof. With the advent 
of the homesteader and the wheat craze, which broke out about 
1906, the range was cut off. Thousands of range cattle were 
shipped out of the country and slaughtered. Soon after this, how- 
ever, prices advanced and the farmers began to stock up again. 
Small herds of pure bred cattle were established throughout the 
province. The Short Horn perhaps led the way among the small 
farmers and homesteaders. And the whiteface became popular on 
the range in the south. 

Soon, however, the open range idea began to vanish and it be- 
came evident that winter feeding must be resorted to. It was then 
the doddie came to his own, and since that time progress has been 
rapid. Alberta stands second of Canadian provinces in point of 
numbers of Aberdeen-Angus. The Aberdeen-Angus grades have 
been cleaning up the highest honors at our biggest shows. Boys’ 
and Girls’ clubs are asking for Aberdeen-Angus calves to feed. 
While nothing approaching a boom has struck Alberta, there is an 
increasing demand for good Aberdeen-Angus bulls throughout the 
province. 

The Calgary Fair has just opened, bigger and better than ever. 

The war-time lull has passed away; we are at peace again. The 
new grandstand is just completed, and the new cattle barn and 
judging ring are being used for the first time. It has a ring 40 by 
70 feet, seating accommodations for 1,800 people, and when com- 
plete will provide stabling for 1,000 cattle under one roof. This 
year, however, only part of the stock are housed there. 
; The exhibits of Aberdeen-Angus is one of the best ever seen 
in the west. One American herd, that of L. R. Kershaw, of Okla- 
homa, is here. The McGregor herd from Brandon is out in full 
trim, and E. C. Wood of Warman, Sask., is showing a splendid herd. 
These are all from outside the province. The Alberta breeders have 
by far the best string ever shown from this province. Noods of 
Olds has a splendid herd entered. His bull, Marshall of Glencar- 
nock, heads the herd. C. H. Richardson of Bowden has his herd 
and in full strength. A. E. & E. 8. Clemens are new men in the 
business, but are making a very creditable exhibit Frank Tindale 
shows Duhamel Tank in the two year old class.

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ABERDEEN -ANGUS IN THE SOUTH

_;HE time was about eight years ago and the place was 
— almost any railroad station in the state of Georgia. 

0) agricultural demonstration train was touring the State, 
‘\ earrying the message of a better agriculture to the citi- 


ny S zenship. This train was crowded with various exhibits 
if of live stock, crops, improved farm implements, etc. Large 
& >  erowds met the train at every station and were busy loook- 


== jing, listening and asking questions until time for the 


train to move on to the next stop. 


Perhaps the most frequent question asked of those in charge 
of the live stock was “What is that?” the inquirer pointing his fing- 
er toward a snappy, thick pure bred bull calf. The attendant for 
sometime answered these questions by giving the name of the breed 
to which the calf belonged, but he began to notice that this. reply 
did not seem to satisfy their curiosity. A little cross questioning 
was then resorted to which disclosed that it was not the breed which 
was in doubt but the specie of animal before him. This low-set, 
woolly fellow of about ten months of age resembled so slightly the 
cattle with which the inquiring native was familiar that he rather 
suspicioned that he must be a big fat bear. 

Today, one of the largest pure bred cattle deals ever consum- 
mated in the United States places a herd of 268 head of registered 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the state of Florida where eight years 
ago the outlook was perhaps even less encouraging than in the 
neighboring state of Georgia. Surely this spells progress of the 


‘ most pronounced sort. 


The deal just referred to is the sale of the entire herd of Ger- 
ard O. Cresswell of Texas to J. J. Logan of Jacksonville, Fla. The 
movement of these cattle required an entire special train, perhaps 
the first time this has been done in this country. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breed has kept pace in the development 
of the beef cattle industry of the South. They are well and favor- 
ably known, not only in almost every community in the South today, 
but we pride ourselves on the fact that the productions of this ter- 
ritory have made their presence felt where competing against the 
best produced in other sections of the country. The mention of a 
few specific instances where superior ratings were given Southern 
cattle should not be amiss here. Everyone remembers that Ames 
Plantation Beau, a Southern bred and developed bull, was the grand 
champion at the 1917 International Live Stock Expesition at Chi- 
cago; also that Muskogee Boy, from Oklahoma, was the grand 
champion steer of the breed at the same show. 

More recently, we all remember that at the last International, 
the Texas-bred and owned bull, Cupon stood at the head of a class 
of 20 or more, and that Naomi Blackbird 


an Oklahoma heifer, headed an equally 
large bunch of her sex, not everlooking 
the fact that an Oklahoma cow stood at 
the head of what the judge called the | 


F. Caldwell of Burlington Junction, Mo. Other men who have open- 
ed up their pocket books and purchased the best, no matter where 
found are J. C. Simpson of Oklahoma, Dr. J. I. Huggins of Tenn.,; 
L, R. Kershaw of Okla., W. T. Burnett of Miss., E. . Hampton ot 
Tenn., and many others. 

Besides some of those breeders already mentioned herds of 
a hundred head and over are to be found in practically all sections 
of the South. The Buckfield Stock Farm in South Carolina, the 
Anthony Farm in Florida, the Tippah Farms in Mississippi, the 
Tierra Alta Ranch in Texas, are all great acreages where large 
herds are maintained. 

Plenty of evidence is available to show the popularity of the 
breed in the South as compared with the rival beef breeds. Prices 
paid at auction sales is a good index to trade demands and to a 
certain extent is indicative of breed preferences. The average of 
$488, made on the recent draft sale from the French Broad Farms 
of Dr. J. I. Huggins of Tenn. is the record for the South on beef 
cattle, save one dispersion sale. The highest priced beef cow ever 
sold in the southeast was an Aberdeen-Angus. Out breed made a 
greater average in comparative sales with both Short Horns and 
Herefords at Nashville, Tenn., last fall and with Herefords at 
Charlotte, N. C., during the same period. One hundred and ninety- 
six head of the breed sold at auction during three successive days 
last fall at an average price of $372 per head, another record over 
all breeds. 

In breed competition at the various Southern shows, we have 
never failed to make a strong showing. At Atlanta, Jacksonville, 
Fort Worth, Oklahoma City, New Orleans, Knoxville, etc., Aber- 
deen-Angus were awarded the single steer grand championships. 
At the Kentucky State Fair they won the “best six head” award, 
and at Tenn. State Fair and the Chattanooga Interstate Fair they 
were awarded sweepstakes herd prizes over all breeds. 

To enumerate the winnings of the breed among the calf club 
contests would mean almost a complete list of these events in the 
territory. 

When once the matter is studied it is not surprising that this, 
the improved breed of beef cattle, is making such rapid strides in 
overcoming the native scrub cattle of the old South. They are 
the cattle that do what they are bred to do; in other words, they 
make good whether it is a grading up proposition or the develop- 
ment of pure bred herd. The fact that they are naturally hornless 
and of solid black color, which characteristics they transmit with 
such regularity to their offspring, whether grade or pure bred, add 
materially to the advantages of this section. Their color tends

It is significant, too, that the South- 
ern breeder will respect the best whether 
of his own production or not, and this is 
shown by his willingness to buy at liber- 
al prices the best available and transport 
them to southern breeding establishments 
for their betterment. It was the Ames 
Plantation which sometime ago purchas- 
ed the great show animals, Blackbird 
Perfection 6th and Black Poe and better- 
ed their past records in the show ring. 
More recently they have purchased Hil!- 
dale Pride 9th and Hilldale Pride 13th, 
the winning “produce of cow” at the last 
International, the former being the grand 
eompion Aberdeen-Angus female of the 
show. 


Then there is G. A. Parsons of Ala- 
bama, who recently purchased at record es 
prices the great show herd of C. D. & E. '

Not twenty years ago, it was considered “smart” to be able 
to beat a man in a horse trade or in the selling of any kind of live 
stock. The pure bred business, as it developed naturally offered an 
attractive line for these sharpers in spite of its necessity for being 
“strictly on the square” if it were to succeed. “Ringers in show and 
sale; lost calves that were not discovered for months after they were 
born; “plugged” sales in which mythical bids were plucked out of 
the air or from mysterious telegrams and letters to compel the 
“suckers” to pay long prices for animals that would not sell on 
their merits; crooked tuberculin tests; fixed-up pedigrees; non- 
breeders, and all the others crooks and twists of the business have 
largely had their run in the pure bred business. Yet, in spite of 
this new era in which every farmer is no longer a “boob” from 
being isolated from the business world, there is still a linger‘ng of 
the “old order.” The old order dies hard, but it is certainly dead in 
spite of a few last spasmodic lashings of the tail that won’t be 
still till the sun goes down.

ROMMEL’S RIGHT ON THIS EXPORT SITUATION 


George M. Rommel, chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, has presented some facts on our 
export future that are a good thing at this time. The Hereford 
eople have been talking and writing along visionary lines of “land- 
ing Herefords in Europe 90 days after peace is signed,” or some- 
thing of that line. Maybe they will, but it’s our guess that any 
live stock that goes from the U. S. to Europe will be dairy or dual 
purpose cattle, and not very high class at that. Possibly the Gov- 
ernments of Belgium, France, Serbia, Roumania or Greece might 
buy a small herd to experiment with, but if they do, they'll probably 
get them nearer home and from the “tight little isle.” The things 
for the U. S. Aberdeen-Angus men to do is to “saw wood” here at 
home, filling up our great stretches of still virgin cattle territory 
as the tick is chased out and the scrub bull is put on the toboggan. 
At the same time, we can keep our finger on the pulse of Latin 
America and give their breeders what they want, all they want of 
it, and only what they want, and be building up something for the 
future that is marked by decades and centuries instead of by months 
and years. ; 
Then at our front door—or maybe you prefer to call it the back 
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door as a tribute to the Canadians—there is 
Mexico that must get over her revolutionary 
jags one of these days and back to cattle. If 
our breed is the best for the South, as events 
are proving, it ought also to be the best for 
Mexico. Northern Mexico was once a great 
cattle empire, an extension of the cattle em- 

ire of Texas, Arizona and New Mexico. 
That cattle empire will be rebuilt soon. Then 
there is the Canadian West, where our pure 
bred bulls have already made a deep imprcs- 
sion through the McGregor importaticns and 
lesser deals. All straws in the Canadian 
breezes show a movement towards live stock 
to put their agriculture on a permanent pay- 
ing basis that crop failures cannot ruin. 
Certainly, Chief Rommel did a service in 
puncturing these rainbow bubles of Euro- 
pean demands for our beef cattle.

“The time is ripe.” ‘That seems to be the 
concensus of opinion everywhere among 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders. It is net, as 
“Jim Jams” hints in the Gazette, to get re- 
venge upon that great champicn of the pure- 
bred live stock interests that this publication 
is launched at this time. Ne‘they is it to be 
an organ of a political faction, or of the “big 
fellow” as opposed to the “little fellow.” In 
fact, it is going to be the editors’ hope that 
in the first year’s numbers he will be able to 
print something about or by every one of the 
nearly 5,000 members of the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. 
While that’s a pretty big order with only 
twenty-four numbers to appear and the mod- 
est size of thirty-two pages for the initial 
number, it is a goal towards which we shall 
strive. At any rate, “for and by Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders and Feeders” is going to be 
our motto, and we suspect that as far as 
contributions go, the little fellow will have a 
big edge in the writing of this paper. The 
big fellows are so modest an editor can rare- 
ly get them to take five minutes and write 
for publication. 

We have held back enthusiastic promoters 
of an Aberdeen-Angus paper for months and 
months, feeling that our membership was 
not large enough to support a paper; that we 
could not afford to piedge, the Association to 
finance or back would-be publishers who 
were not able to stand on their own feet; 
and not wishing to take from estaviished 
farm papers with extensive field forces sup- 
port from our breeders in advertising that 
they needed and that helped keep the breed 
in a position of kindly consideration by both 
editorial and advertising forces of those pa- 
pers. 

On the other hand, both the other beer 
breeds, three of the dairy breeds, and prac- 
tically all of the breeds of hogs have their 
breed organs. That a breed publication is 
THE thing. no one can even start an argu- 
ment in the negative. There are too many 
examples of their need—yes, necessity—be- 
fore us. The power of the breed press in 
advancing the interests of those breeds 
which have entered the “Fourth Estate” is 
incaluable. And of all breeds, the Aberdeen- 
Angus probably needs it more than any oth- 


er. 

The big stumbling block of Aberdeen-An- 
gus interests has always been lack of CO- 
OPERATION in this country. So widely 
and thinly scattered have our breeders been 
that only a handful have known what was 
going on among the breeders. While in cer- 
tain sections of the Corn Belt; notably in 
Iowa, parts of Missouri, Illinois, Indiana 
and localities of other states, the breeders 
have been numerous enough to see each 
other and know the news and the results of 
shows and sales, the great bulk of the breed- 
ers have been afloat on an unchartered sea. 
Ordinarily, each Aberdeen-Angus man has

Secretary Wayne Dinsmore of the National Society of Pure Bred Record Associations, an or- 
sanization made up of all the pure bred live stock recording associations of standing in the 
United States, in a recent bulletin, points out that insurance of show stock is the logical way to 
take advantage of the “joker” in the ruling for low railroad rates on show stock this season. 


“The joker in the rules is the stipulation that the animals will be carried at the reduced 
rating only when carriers’ liability is limited to certain specific valuations; to-wit, $150 
on korses, $75 on bulls, ete., on down the line. This will make it necessary for shippers 
to cither run their own risk of loss or carry insuance on exhibition stock in some of the 
regular insurance companies, but it will be far cheaper to insure exhibition animals and 
thereby take advantage of the reduced rates than to pay full freight rates going and re

I began feeding him in 
February, and gave him regular feeds three 
times a day, consisting of about five pounds 
grain ration a day and as much silage and 
hay as he would clean up. After four months 
of this feeding, I discontinued the use of si- 
lage, but increased the grain ration to seven 
pounds a day. He had a good nurse cow all 
the time, which he sucked night and morn- 
ing, and had water handy any time he want- 
ed it. The grain ration consisted of oats, 
corn, barley, oil meal, bean, molasses and 
salt. When I began feeding Lad Maurice 
he weighed 360 pounds and when I took him 
to Madison in the middle of November he 
had reached 1,080 pounds, making an aver- 
age gain of 2% pounds per day. 

I curried him every day and after the first 
of June I gave him a bath once a week. He 
was easy to keep clean and carried himself 
very proudly. I also won first on him at the 
Lodi Union Fair in September. I found much 
pleasure in taking care of my calf and learn- 
ed much by doing so. I expect to feed an- 
other one this year.

A Canadian Champion Calf Feeder Writes 
_I first picked my calf, for which I paid 
$50.00 at a few weeks old, to Mr. F. Wood- 
cock of Chater. I took him and his mother 
home, fed him a little chopped and whole 
oats till he was 6 months old, then switched 
him onto a fresh cow. I let him run out on 
pasture by day and fed him oats morning 
and night till about November. I then kept 
him in the stable and started him on his 
winter ration, which was as follows: 

_ Morning, 1 quart oats, 1 mangle and a 
little hay; noon, 1 quart of rye and bran 
mixed and fodder corn; night, 1 quart oats 
and barley chop and a mangle of turnip and 
an oat sheaf. This was increased up till 
about Christmas, when he was taking about 
1 gallon of chop and a little bran at each 
feed with the milk of one cow and all the 
water he would take. I also fed him oil 
cake and black strap. By March 1 had him 
gaining about 3 pounds per day. 

This calf was born February, 1916, and 
showed at the Brandon Winter Fair in March 
1917, taking third place in a class of 40 
calves and second in the Aberdeen-Angus 
class. Mr. J. D. McGregor showed Planta- 
tion Blue Boy, which was the second prize 
steer at Chicago. He took first prize over 
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my steer. The two steers came together 
again at the Brandon Summer Fair in July, 
when my steer beat Plantation Blue Boy. 
Then we traded and I became the owner of 
Plantation Blue Boy. Mr. McGregor then 
named the black steer Glencarnock Victor 


I took Plantation Blue Boy home and fed 
him until December, when Mr. McGregor 
shipped west to Regina, Saskatoon and Cal- 
gary, and I shipped with him my two steers, 
Plantation Blue Boy and Duke, a calf of 
1917. We had a very cold and hard trip on 
our cattle. I showed my steers at Regina, 
taking first in both classes. We then ship- 
ped to Saskatoon, and I got first with both. 
Then we went to Calgary, where there was 
only one class. I was only beaten for the 
open Grand Championship by Glencarnock 
Victor 3d, which was, I am pleased to say, 
one of my raising. I sold Plantation Blue 
Boy at auction after the show at Calgary 
for 36 cents per pound. 

Then we shipped back to Brandon the 
young steer Duke and Glencarnock Victor 
3d. I then fed Duke for the March, 1918, 
fair at Brandon, where I showed him in a 
class of 42 and got second money, and then 
most of the steers were sold at public auc- 
tion. Duke was sold for 56 cents per pound 
8 cents higher than the first prize steer. 

I am now starting on another steer for 
next year, which I hope to win first prize 


with.

The fortieth annual general meeting of 
the members of the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle 
Society was held on Wednesday in the meet- 
ing room of the Highland and Agricultural 
Society within the showyard at Edinburgh. 
wir. J. Ernest Kerr, the president, was in 
the chair, and there was a good attendance. 

Mr. James R. Barclay submitted the re- 
port of the council, which was held as read. 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the report, said that last year, when he had 
the pleasure of performing a similar duty, 
he was able to state that the report then 
adopted was in several features one of the 
most encouraging it had ever fallen to the 
lot of any previous president to submit. 
On this occasion he could only repeat that 
statement, for the report before them show- 
ed that so far as the affairs of the society 
and of the breed were concerned distinct 
and satisfactory progress had been made. 
Their membership now stood at 633. Dur- 
ing the year they had 64 new members, but 
unfortunately, as in all such societies, they 
had had their losses too, and, taking these 
into account, the year ended with a net ad- 
dition of 37 to the membership. Scotland 
had contributed 35, England 21, and Jreland 
7, while they had also the pleasure of ad- 
mitting to membership Mr. James D. Mc- 
Gregor, Brandon, who had done such yeoman 
service for Aberdeen-Angus interests in 
Canada. 

Twenty-six members had been lost to the 
society through death during the year, and 
when he mentioned this ; 
the name of their good 
old friend, Colonel M’- 
Inroy, would occur to 
them all. The late Col. 
M’Inroy gave the most 
valuable services as a 
member of council, and 
for two years he oc- 
cupied the president’s 
chair with great accent- 
ance, while such names 
are Burn Bellona and 
Pan of the Burn would 
always testify to what 
he did for their breed at 
the fat stock shows, 
which were the chan- 
nels through which they 
had been able to prove 
the unrivalled beef pro- 
perties of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. 

Financially the so- 
ciety was in quite a 


sound condition. The income for the year 
1918 was £1797 10s 9d, and the expenditure 
£1003 15s 8d, giving a free balance on the 
year of not far short of £800. He reminded 
them, however, that in consequence of the 
transference of the office to Aberdeen, and 
the printing of the Herd Book, they might 
count upon a large outlay in future. It was 
very gratifying to notice that for the ensu- 
ing volume of the Herd Book the entries 
again showed an increase on the last year’s 
record, numbering only a few short of 4600, 
or about 150 more than Volume XLIIL., 
which was the previous record volume for 
size. 

There could. the Chairman continued, 
be no better test by which pedigree interests 
generally could be judged than the state of 
the export trade. In official quarters in 
London the doctrine seemed to hold that the 
more they restricted and controlled the out- 
let, the stronger they made the home inter- 
ests of pedigree cattle breeding. Those who 
knew anything about pedigree cattle breed- 
ing knew that the very opposite was the 
case. Experience, as gained from the study 
of cattle history, had shown that the best 
times for any breed in point of general de- 
velopment, improvement, and increase in 
numbers at home coincided exactly with the 
periods of greatest activity in the export 
trade. Happily this fundamental fact was 
recognized by the Board of Agriculture for 
Scotland, and the officials connected with 
its live stock department, and it was sin- 
cerely to be hoped that the last had now 
been heard of any attempt at official inter- 
ference from London with the pedigree cat- 
tle trade. 

So far as Aberdeen-Angus cattle were 
concerned, the past year had been the best 
they had ever had, which was all the more 
gratifying in view of the great shipping 
difficulties and the increased expenses that 
had been and still were being experienced. 
The export certificates granted during the 
year numbered 327, just one hundred more 
than the previous year, and 20 more than 
in 1917, which was their previous record ex- 
porting year. With improving conditions 
they looked for and confidently expected a 
substantial development in their export 


trade, and for increasing results from the 
steps which had been taken and were still 
being taken to create new markets for the

South African Meat Export _ 

There were many South African visitors 
at the Royal last week, and they displayed 
great interest in the beef breeds of cattle. 
This is but natural in view of the growing 
extent of South Africa’s preparations for 
carrying on a part of the business of this 
country in its requirements of dead meat. 
For some time a proposition has been on 
foot for the establishment in the ncighbor- 
hood of Livingstone of a large abattoir and 
meat chilling factory to deal with the out- 
put of the Northern Rhodesia stock farmers 
and a definite scheme has been drawn up, 
and will take shape during the next three 
months for erection of buildings and plant 
at an estimated cost of £50,000. Already 
£15,000 has been subscribed by stock farm- 
ers in Northern Rhodesia, thus ensuring the 
co-operative asis of the enterprise, and it is 
understood that further money will be forth- 
coming locally. There is also good reason 
to believe that the British South Africa 
Company, which is naturally very keenly 
interested in the undertaking, may be will- 
ing to take a financial share therein. The 
Congo territory is at present the best mar- 
ket for cattle from Northern Rhodesia, and 
is a growing one. Following so quickly up- 
on Bulawayo’s intention to set up a co-oper- 
ative cold storage works, the new undertak- 
ing is an excellent sign of the progress which 
western and north-western Rhodesia is cer- 
tain to make in the very near future.—The 
Farming News, Perth, Scotland.

Watch Argentina! From the Argentine 
great news has also come to hand. The 
world’s record sale of fat cattle has recently 
taken place there. The owner of very large 
estancias in that country, Senor Pedro Es- 
tanguet, is now one of the strongest sup- 
porters of the members of the committe of 
the Argentine Aberdeen-Angus Society. He 
has for many years been breeding Short 
Horns, and there is no doubt that most of 
them reported in this sale are Short Horn 
or Short Horn-Angus crosses. Last year he 
sold 7500 head of cattle in one deal, and this 
year he surpassed his record. Senor Pedro 
Kstanguet is a recognized authority on all 
matters appertaining to the cattle trade, 
and his yearly offering of fat steers are not 
only numerically superior to any other lots 
offered, but are animals of recognized high 
merit that do credit to the judgment of their 
seller and to the selections from his stock. 
So far the actual selling price has not been 
made public, although it is said to be in the 
vicinity of $240 per head, which, with an ex- 
tra 200 head of criolla (native) cattle, would 
raise the sum total of this operation to ap- 
proximately 212 million dollars. The Anglo 
South American Meat Co., through their 
chief cattle buyer, Mr. Reynolds, are to be 
congratulated, as are also all parties who 
participated in this world’s record operation 
in numbers and value per head. News has 
also come to hand that the very valuable 
selection of Doddies have safely arrived, 
and are now on the Estancia of Tatay. It 
will be remembered ‘you recorded that Mr. 
Wm. Forbes, manager for Messrs. Samuel 
B. Hale & Co., made this selection when in 
Scotland recently. 

Watch South Africa! 


You also recently 
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recorded at the Whitwatersrand Show at 
Johannesburg, that the Champion Challenge 
Cup for the best group of five cattle of any 
pure breed, was awarded to the Aberdcen- 
Angus, Short Horns being second, and the 
Devons third. The latest mail now informs 
us that no fewer than 111 cattle of the An- 
gus breed were shown there. There were 
also a number of sales of importance, the 
chief of which was the sale of Mr. Madore’s 
champion, Hayston British Peer (bred by 
Mr. James Whyte) for £850. This is casily 
a record price for the breed in South Africa. 
Aberdeen-Angus females created a keen de- 
mand. A young cow, Berbite, was sold for 
220 gs., and Louisa Carolina XV. for 151 gs. 
We are now anxiously awaiting the result of 
the 1000 gs. challenge trophy which has 
recently been competed for at Buluwayo. 

Watch Ireland! At the recent show at 
Dublin, the turnout of the Doddies was small 
but select. The most promising animal in 
all the classes was Mr. Williams’ Pride of 
Aberdeen heifer, Pianola, which was award- 
ed the cup for the best female. She was 
very true and full of quality.—J. J. Cridlan 
in Scottish Farmer.

to protect them from the extremes of heat 
and flies and other insect pests trouble them 
less than they do other breeds. Their natural 
hardiness serves them in good stead if sub- 
jected to the hardships of poor care and 
short feed of many beginners. It is simply 
a case where merit has won without the rise 
of much propaganda. Where they have 
gone they are there to stay and these centers 
are growing in circumference all the time as 
new friends are made through actual obser- 
vation of their achievements. 

The work has only started, but when it 
is remembered that it has all been done 
within such a short space of time, it speaks 
volumes for the ability of the breed to win 
friends for itself when once given a chance.

Annual Sale for New Zealand Association. 


An annual sale of pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus is vlanned by the New Zealand Aber- 
deen-Angus Association, according to the 
New Zealand Farmer Stock and Station 
Journal. The first sale was to be held at 
Hastings in July, but reports on it are not 
yet at hand in this country. 


Is He the Oldest Active Breeder of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus in the United States? 


This is John Milne, Canton, Minn., 
who imported a bull and a heifer in 
1882, landing at the quarantine station 
near Baltimore. Mr. Milne brought in 
28 head for a Kansas man at the same 
time. The Northwest is sprinkled with 
eattle descended from that first heifer 
and bull, one of her descerdants drop- 
ping 18 calves before being sent to the 
butcher. At Mr. Milne’s left is John 
Campbell, who began breeding the 
“Doddies” in 1883. Both attended the 
annual picnic of southern Minnesota 
breeders at Peter Ulvestad’s farm near 
Utica this year. 
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“Didja Ever Hear the One About Pat and Mike?” 


At intervals I have been asked to narrate 
to my brother breeders something about the 
“Trish Doddie Breeders” in cur county, and 
how we started to breed Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle. I will now venture to tell the story, 
though it is with diffidence that I undertake 
the task. I realize my inability to do jus- 
tice to the Iowa County breeders; yet realiz- 
ing the honor conveyed, I willingly attempt. 

I was born on the farm upon which I now 
live, in the year 1867. I was just one of a 
“baker’s dozen”—ten boys and three girls. 
My father was what they called a “large 
feeder” in those days, sometimes feeding six 
or seven loads a year. I well remember some 
of those steers. About the first thing we 
boys did when father brcught home a new 
bunch of steers was to count the wrinkles 
on their horns. That was real enjoyment 
for us; we always determine the age of the 
steers bv these wrinkles. We firured the 
first wrinkle meant three years and after 
that each wrinkle meant just one year. One 
steer I recall had eleven wrinkles making 
him, according to our way of computing 
ages, fourteen years old. 

Hay in those times cost nothing, and corn 
could be gotten for from seven to thirteen 
cents per bushel; so the feeders figured the 
more age and size the better. We had nev- 
er heard of such a thing as earlv maturity. 
We always fed through the winter season, 
and if a steer didn’t fatten in one winter, he 
was turned out on the prairie and let run till 
the following fall, and then he was put on 
feed for another winter. Undoubtedly, you 
are thinking about the great amount of corn 
those laree steers consume; so am I. Also, 
I am thinking of the amount of corn our 
family devoured, as corn at that time was 
the cheapest food for man or beast. Recent- 
ly it came easy for we boys to Hooverize a 
little. for it tock us back to those times. 

Time passed on, as time does, and we grew 
older and larger. With age an eager desire 
came to see some of the world. One spring 
morning, in 1881, when I was just fourteen, 
I failed to report at roll call. I had pulled 
out, and for the next six years I saw more 
of the cold world than I ever wish to see 
again. In 1889 I returned to Iowa County, 
fully convinced that “Home Sweet Home” 
was truly the most beautiful and real song 
ever written. 

Many changes took place durir~ my ab- 
sence. Father and mother had moved to 
town, the younger set were off to school, 
and the old homestead was for rent. So my 
older brother. Mike. now proprietor of Glen- 
foyl Farm, and I took charge of the farm, 
which is now known as the Brookside Farm. 

The real struggle cemmenced here. To 
start farming with neither money nor credit 
is a stunt that few men care to tackle. We 
belonged to a race that gees neither dry nor 
hungry when the wherewith is at hand. and 
so had ncething saved. There were horses, 
cows. machinery. and grain for seed to pur- 
chase, but here blood told as in all other 
cases. Mother had been born in the tewn of 
Nenah, County Tipperary. Ireland, and liked 
a good clean fight better than anything 
else, and it was her staying qualities that we 
inherited that won the day. My father was 
also born in Ireland, and his many a bold 
stand for us, even to his last dollar, helped 
us to win out. 

Time kept moving on. We made a friend 
once in a while, and in a seémingly short 
time we were farming in the regular way, 
growing crops and feeding cattle, and mak- 
ing a little money. I, however, was not’ con- 
tent with the routine of farming, so tried 


what they now call the “Horse game.” With 
me it was a case of playing the game and 
losing. From the years 1893 to 1896, cir- 
cumstances were hard and I was forced to 
sell the horses to meet my obligations, 
which misfortune turned out to be a blessing 
for me. It was while putting up the sale 
bills to advertise my horse offering that I 
stonved for dinner with our old friend A. D. 
Rock. He asked why I should even try to 
sell stock at such a critical time. I told my 
reasons and he said: “Well, just as soon as 
you have the last one sold come over and let 
—— you a few nice cows and a good black 
u ade 

I told him I couldn’t afford to buy fancy 
cattle, but he being a real friend, urged me 
to and gave me all the time I needed to pay 
for them. 

Sa, after the sale I went and bought 
Nightingale of McHenry Park and her heif- 
er calf, sired by old Jeans Abactor 3d, and 
four head of nice black grade heifers and a 
bull calf sired by the above mentioned bull 
and out of Seridella Minnie.

Aberdeen-Angus in the Mountains of the Virginias 


The conditions under which cattle are 
grazed and marketed in this part of the 
country are somewhat unusual, somewhat 
different from that of other sections. I, as 
the daughter of an Aberdeen-Angus breeder, 
have recently been brought into closer con- 
nection with these things by father’s becom- 
ing a member of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association. I thought oth- 
ers in different sections might be as inter- 
ested in the way we handle our business as 
I should be in their methods. 

We live in a little valley about a mile wide 
in the extreme western part of Virginia, on 
the headwaters of the James river, with the 
Shanendoah mountains running north and 
south on the east of us and the Alleghenies 
on the west. 

Father has always been interested in cat- 
tle, not because his father was, but from nat- 
ural inclination, and turned his energies in 
that direction from a boy. And then I think 
another reason why he followed this busi- 
ness was his inborn appreciation of a horse, 
an appreciation which he _ inherited and 
which has likewise been handed down to me. 
I am sure it makes the cattle business doubly 
attractive to me because there is a great 
amount of ridir~ connected with cattle rais- 
ing in this country. 

Some of the things which make the cattle 
business hard for us are these: While the 
valley in which we live is a beautiful little 
place, there is no grass for grazing cattle, 
at least bi~ cattle. in the summer; nor any 
corn or enough hay for wintering very 
many. So the cattle have to be taken west 
to the West Virginia hills during the sum- 
mer and east into the Vallev of Vireinia for 
the winter. While the grazing lands are 
owned bv us. the winter feed is not; that is, 
not for the stock cattle, and this constitutes 
a considerable profit-eating monster. 

As the first of April happens to be the 
time of moving west, let us follow the cat- 
tle just wintered thru to the market. On a 
Monday morning. early in April, not always 
the first, depending altogether on whether 
the svring is mild or not, father starts to the 
Vallev with two or three men, to move the 
cattle. Sometimes they each have a dog and 


sometimes they do not. The whole distance 


can be covered in a day and the next morn- 
ing they hand out about one thousand dol- 
lars and start for home with the cattle. The 
trip back takes two-and-one-half or three 
days. 

The first day is a comparatively easy drive 
but the second day they strike the North 
River Gap. This is a long stretch between 
two mountain ranges, just wide enough for 
the river and what is supposed to be a road, 
which crosses the river nine times and an- 
other stream about as often for these 
streams wind back and forth continually, 
first along one ridge and then across to the 
other. All the good timber has been taken 
out leaving it a very unsightly lonesome 
place with old tumble down shacks and 
pieces of sawmills lying about. 

When one is in the valley all day long and 
the cattle want to eat laurel, as they will al- 
most invariably do, especially if you have 
some which have not been raised in the 
mountains and know nothing about laurel, 
you have a hapvy time before night comes 
and you have gained another mountain top 
beyond. Sometimes if there has been a wet 
spring and the river is swollen some of the 
fords are impassable. In this case there is a 
path going straight into the brush and tim- 
ber beside the deepest ford and into this you 
turn your herd and take them almost single 
file up the ridge and along the bluff above, 
where a shove from one would push the 
other to death in the rocks and stream be- 
low. When ycu come down again you are 
around two of the deepest fords. 

The only person you are likely to see dur- 
ing this long dav is the Government Forest- 
er who lives in the little low white buildings 
all fixed for him by Uncle Sam, which you 
pass about noon of your day’s ride. If you 
have been driving all day in one of those 
cold April rains, and he is at home, instead 
of on the trail. because there is no danger 0 
fire, you will be glad if he has a fire in the 
open fireplace and invites you inside to eat 
your cold lunch and dry your damp clothes. 
On days like this cattle travel slowly, and i 
you do not enjoy your business, by the time 
you have reached the mountain top and the 
stooping place for the night, you have no 
serious thoughts of being a “cattleman. The 
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takes them home with less difficul- 
ying no means to the end of the drive. 
However, they stop over the week end, and 
if the weather is colder they sometimes lay 
over a week or more depending, too, on 
whether there is hay enough left to feed 
<a move is taken up again the cat- 
tle are divided into two separate bunches. 
The big cattle go north thirty-two miles 
thru almost a worse country than what they 
have already been thru. In fact what is cov- 
ered the last day can scarcely be gone over 
in any other way than on horseback, and 
some of the way is as near straight up as 
a road could well be; yet some of it rises so 
gradually that you cross a mountain and 
don’t know you are doing it, because you are 
thinking how close to nature in the rough 
you are with a real little mountain brook 
rattling past you right in the narrow road 
almost, and the tree branches sweeping 
your shoulders as you ride along. 
“But, oh, such grass as you have to turn 
into when you reach your destination! It 
has been a rich pine-timber growing coun- 
try and when turned to sod it brings the 
very best of grass all dotted thru with clov- 
er. Here the cattle are placed where they 
belong and a man living on the place salts 
them and looks after the wire fences that 
are cut open by ground-hog hunters, who oc- 
casionally steal a beef, until market time in 


the fall. 


At Rest 
in the 
Hills of 


Virginia 
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The last bunch goes from home almost 
due west sixty miles, also into West Virginia. 
This takes three long days and the outstand- 
ing difficulties about this three-day drive 
are: lack of places to spend the night with 
plenty of feed, and on the last day a large 
mountain which confronts your cattle. They 
strike this mountain in the afternoon of the 
last day, the roads are often very soft in the 
spring, the cattle are tired, and it is a mat- 
ter of patience to get to the top, especially 
if there is some young stock that are weak 
from their long travel, having lived on fod- 
der and straw all winter; but there is the 
consoling thought that if you just get down 
now you are at your journeys end. 

This is a more civilized country. While 
there is almost no level space at all there is 
enough room for a perfectly good house, 
built to suit English life of tea-drinking and 
hunting, surrounded by fine shade trees 
with a tennis court out at the front. 

From one hundred and seventy-five to 
eighty-five cattle are sold each year to local 
buyers, for we are five hundred miles from 
the market. They are weighed on the places 
and loaded fourteen and ten miles, respect- 
ively, from the field. 

You can readily see why it stands us in 
hand to have as hardy a strain of cattle as 
possible. This is why father deals in Aber- 
deen-Angus. He buys the majority of the 
calves, yet what he raises he is now plan- 
ning to have pure bred. From this he has 


SYSTEM ON A MICHIGAN ABERDEEN - ANGUS FARM 


_You have asked me from time to time to 
give you an outline of our farm operations 
and I am really ashamed of myself in hold- 
ing off so long, but our spring operations 
have been of such a nature that we have 
been all so busy getting ready to produce 
the crops. 

Ordinarily we grow 100 acres of wheat, 
but last year we increased this to 175 acres 
and 100 acres of corn, which we can grow 
here to maturity. Many in Illinois think 
that Michigan cannot produce corn, but this 
is not the case, and I am sure that with the 
right kind of cultivation we can rank as high 
as Illinois in lower Michigan, and can grow 
corn of the highest quality. We grew 40 
acres of barley, which we like for finishing 
the Aberdeen-Angus show cattle, as it puts 
on a better finish than too much corn. This 
we cook after the fall fairs when it gets cool- 
er weather, and with ground oats, bran and 
a little corn we can get the best of finish 


and growth. We will put up 100 acres of 
hay. and with this amount of farm land we 
can grow and feed about 125 head of cattle, 
and about 40 head of horses. Our grasses 
are of the best, with fine spring water we 
aim to get a lot of growth out of our young 
cattle and colts during the summer months. 

We work our farm on a five-year rotation, 
and have our fields all arranged so that we 
go around with the sun one field after the 
other, first with corn followed by oats; then 
wheat, which is seeded for hay the follow- 
ing year; then pasture one year before it is 
broken up for the next corn crop. In this 
way we give all our land an equal chance, 
being well manured before the sod is plowed 
up for corn. We plow very deep here—from 
7 to 8 inches—which gives us a good seed 
bed to work on and conserves moisture in a 
dry time. 

In the past 20 years we have brought into 
existance one of the best herds of Aberdeen- 
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bought pure bred sires and a few dams get- 
ting some from, Long View Stock Farm, 
Kentucky, some from Ohio, and other places; 
and thus our connection with the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. 

In 1917, he bought a carload at the Inter- 
national, in Chicago, ranging in age from 
one year to eighteen months. They put on 
three hundred and ninety-seven pounds in 
nine and one-half months with no grain, only 
hay and good grass. This past December he 
bought two carloads, however, not quite all 
Aberdeen-Angus. This can be done as cheap- 
ly as buying calves at home and not always 
getting what suits the best. 

The Aberdeen-Angus are best suited to 
our country, they are much easier handled 
the first year, not so susceptible to disease 
as some other strains, and more easily win- 
tered where nothing is fed but hay and 
straw. They are regular mountain hustlers, 
developing earlier on roughness but the main 
thing for our country is, that they wear out 
less on the road and drive easily. One man 
can drive twice as many Aberdeen-Angus as 


any other breed.

Angus in the land. We have been diligent in 
the selection of the best blood lines that 
could be procured, not only in the bulls that 
have headed the herd, but in the selection of 
our females. We standardize a type that are 
of the right size, thick in flesh, and by the 
selection of our bulls that have been of the 
same type we have managed to maintain the 
quality we desired. 

I do not believe we could have done so 
well in this locality with any other breed, as 
the Aberdeen-Angus are adapted to the kind 
of care that we can give them, they are out 
in the open every day that is not a stormy 
one, with plenty of wholesome feed which is 
fed inside, silage being the principal feed, 
with hay as roughage. They have a com- 
fortable barn at night, so with a run of a 
100-acre pasture we can keep them healthy. 

Our Percheron horses are a feature in our 
farming as we have never given a thought 
to trucks or tractors. They would not be a 
profitable investment for us, as we have to 
have a certain number of horses to carry on 
our work in a reliable way. There are so 
many odd jobs to be done about the farm 


that a tractor would be in our way. We

We first 
went up the beautiful Hudson, 
viewing on the way our great 
Europeon fleet of fighting vessels, riding the quiet waters as peace- 
fully as if Von Tripitz had never existed. 

Thirty miles up, just beyond White Plains and the great res- 
ervoir of the City of New York, we stopped at Mr. Eckardt’s 
Ardson Farm where he keeps his pure bred herd. Of course, the 
prime attraction was Evenest of Bleaton, his great imported bull, 
which was crowned with the grand championship honors at the 
last International Live Stock Exposition. He is still just as im- 
pressive as he was in the ring at Chicago, and one needs only to 
glance at the young things he is siring to realize that Judge Cran 
selected a breeding bull. Outstanding among them is a “baby” 
heifer, a bull and a steer, each of which will sooner or later speak 
loudly for itself. Among the breeding matrons, one notes a pleas- 
ing uniformity to true breed type, which suggests how Mr. Eckardt 
is developing a collection of cattle equal to that of any establish- 
ment in existance. It is not a temporary affair with him, as his 
ideals are to be realized if humanly possible. This spirit is a de- 
cided satisfaction in these times of violent speculation, and it is to 
be hoped that this class of breeders is not exclusive. 

From Ardson we journeyed over into Connecticutt and called on 
G. C. Fancher of New Canan. The Fanchers, father and son, have 
run the line of dairy farming to the end and are now turning to 
beef production as holding forth excellent chances of success. This 
same sentiment was noted almost without exception from all part- 
ies expressing themselves during the entire trip. Present labor 
conditions so hdndicap the dairy industry that it is impossible to 
sueceed with it or even to pretend to carry it on. The Fanchers, 
the senior member of whom is vice president of the 5th Avenue 
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regards the male portion of the 
population, at least. 

The next morning our path led into Massachusetts and our 
first stop was at Springfield. There we enjoyed the hospitality of 
that genial and hustling manager of the Eastern States Exposition 
John C. Simpson. He offers us full co-operation in the holding of 
a breed promotion auction sale during their show in September 
Their grounds and facilities are first class, their premium list 
attractive and the attendance very heavy, all of which indicates 
that it will be a good circuit. 

We hurried on past Holyoke and stately Mount Tom to Green- 
field, where we located a real busy man in Frederick W. Burnham 
breeder, contractor, builder, fair official and all-round handy man in 
his community. He was busy arranging for a 4th of July soldiers’ wel- 
come demonstation when we found him, but he is never too busy to 
show his “doddies”. The herd is headed by a promising son of Broad- 
us Norwood 3d and also followsa dairy enterprise. His grazing 
farm is almost idealy located, being surrounded by great sloping 
hills that play the combined part of producing good grass in the 
summer and affording protection from the winds and storms in 
the winter. Mr. Burnham is fitting several head for the shows. 
This is a most commendable practice, followed by nearly every 
breeder in this entire section. The taking of a few choice things to 
the local shows, at least, is good advertising and should be followed 
to a greater extent by breeders generally. 

From Greenfield we followed the famous “Mohawk Trail” to 
North Adams on our way to Williamstown. This drive for nearly 
40 miles is called the greatest scenic drive in America. En route 
the road crosses a divide under which is built the Hoosac tunnel, 


four miles long, the longest tunnel in America.

The ever versatile “Ed” paused at this 
point in handling of domestic deals to slip 
into the role of international diplomat and 
show the visitors from Uruguay that the U. 
S. not only grows the best Aberdeen-Angus 
in the world but that our -Aberdeen-Angus 
men grow the best beef cattle in the United 
states. Starting at Iowa City, Mr. Davis 
motored with the visitors for three days, 
showing them the best to be seen, including 
Col. Cooper’s $36,000 bull and Carl Rosen- 
feld’s $10,000 heifer. The visitors quickly 
showed they knew cattle, and gave second 
looks only to the best, and they had to be 
shown cattle at that. They finally bought 
two bull calves, one from Rosenfeld and one 
from Escher & Ryan and liked a heifer at 
each place so well that they cabled for per- 
mission to buy.

International Short-Fed Specials. 

Aberdeen-Angus cattle feeders should re- 
member the International Short-Fed Spec- 
ials and the honors that go with the silver 
bowl. While we ordinarily don’t consider 
this carlot grand championship anywhere 
near as important as the fat carlot grand 
championship, it always leaves the propa- 


gandists of the other breeds a chance to yell 
that it is the “only real farmer’s class, the 
other being only for experts.” Hence, get a 
lot of short-fed Doddies into Chicago for 
that show. Just remember, if you have 
never showed carlots before, that the little 
fellow of today is the big fellow of tomor- 
row when it comes to the Aberdeen-Angus 
business of either breeding or feeding. Here 
are the rules for the short-feds as sent out 
by General Manager B. H. Heide of the In- 
ternational. 


The following rule governs this contest: 

Rule 72. (a) Application for entry must be made 
between the Ist and 15th of August. (b) Cattle must 
be owned by exhibitor at the time application is made. 
(c) Cattle must not have been fed grain or other 
concentrated f between May Ist and the time ap- 
plication is made; they may, however, have been run 
in stalk fields. (d) Eighteen cattle may be fitted, 
but only fifteen of this number can be shown as one 
carload. (e) The number of days on feed should in- 
clude the day the cattle are started on feed and end 
with the last day the cattle are on feed, or when they 
leave the feed lot. Cost of gain should be figured on 
the same basis. (f) Cattle must be weighed, 12 hours 
in dry lot off feed and water, on day application is 
made and a record must be kept of the weight of 
these animals. The cattle to be judged wi!l again be 
weighed, under similar conditions, at 10 A. M., Satur- 
day, November 29th. (g) Sworn statement by the 
owner and two other reputable persons that cattle had 
not been fed grain or other concentrated feeds be- 
tween May Ist and the time application for entry is 
made, also covering the weight of animals on date of 
application, must be sent to the General Superintend- 
ent of the Exposition with said application. (h) 
record of the kind, weight and cost of feeds consum- 
ed during the feeding pericd must be kept by the 
owner, who will deliver this information, together with 
the weight of the animals at time of entry, to the Su- 
perintendent of the Carload Cattle Division, on the 
opening day of the Exposition. (Blanks for al’ these 
purposes will be furnished on request to the General

Take for an example two sale catalogs of 
herds about on a par so far as pedigrees go, 
one of which is well illustrated and the oth- 
er of which is not illustrated at all; suppose 
two pedigrees with appended foot notes one 
in each catalog, are very similar, one being 
illustrated with a photograph, artistic in its 
arrangements showing clearly the true lines 
of the animal portrayed, and the other hav- 
ing no illustration. Is it not natural for the 
person receiving the catalog to form a favor- 
able opinion of the illustrated animal and to 
remain in doubt as to how the other anima: 
may look? Will he not think that perhaps 
the reason there is no illustration is because 
the animal was not good enough to picture? 

If you have vood stock it pays to tell the 
other fellows about it, for the pictures and 
reading matter will be looked at a great 
many times before your sale date, and ‘first 
impressions are powerful. 

The writer found on investigation of sev- 
eral pure bred sales which he last clerked in 


the capacity of bank cashier that at the av- 
erage sale of fifty head there are usually 
about twenty buyers. 

_ From this it would appear that if by mak- 
ing first impressions favorable by means of 
reliable advertising supplemented by faith- 
ful and artistic illustrations, we can attract 
to your sale even two or three additional 
buyers, or if these additional attendants do 
not buy a single animal but by their compe- 
tition they increase the bids of those who 
buy, we may have added to the net profits 
of your sale several hundred or perhaps 
thousands of dollars. 

It has been remarked that there is always 

a buyer for each type of animal offered, and 
this is true. The buyer who wants one type 
may not place a bid on another type, so it 
is important that there be as many present 
as can be drawn to your sale, for this helps 
to determine the number and activity of the 
bids. Many breeders have learned that they 
can obtain big returns by buying and fitting 
the animals not sold in top flesh. 
_ Nor is it alone in sale advertising that an- 
imal photos have their vaiue. Many times a 
few well chosen photographs sent direct to 
some inquirer has helped in the transfer of 
the ownership of stock, which without this 
aid, might have failed to arouse the interest 
which perhaps resulted in a highly profitable 
deal for both seller and buyer. 

Anything which arouses curiosity and 
leads to investigation of your wares is vital 
to your business. 

After your sale has been successfully con- 
cluded, it is often a pleasure and many times 
real advertising to have in your possession 
portraits of the animals which have helped 
you build the reputation you enjoy, and fre- 
quently enlargements of such pictures or of 
some pastoral scenes on or about your own 
farms, can grace ycur walls to as good or 
better advantage than would some cheap 
popular prints which have no peculiarly lo- 
cal interest for you or for your family. 

Te the man who is desirous of investigat- 
ing the offerings of his fellow breeders, the 
same thing holds good as to the man who 
sells. A good picture can tell many things 
which are difficult to convey in words and 
much can be learned from them which to 
learn by a personal observation of the stock, 
would require often times a considerable ex- 
penditure of time and money. 

There is another phase of animal portrait- 
ure in connection with the sale catalog which 
perhaps many breeders overlook and in the 
opinion of the writer it is a very important 
one. 

It has come under our observation from 
time to time as we have journeyed from one 
farm to another that after a breeder has had 
his sale and perhaps has realized his ambi- 
tion as to the results cbtained and his stock 
has been sent to many new homes through- 
cut the length and breadth of the land it is 
after all the responsibility of the sale cata- 
log as much as any other one agency to act 
as the ever present personal representative 
of such breeder. 

In nearly every home where the sale cata- 
log goes, it is filed away after the sale, to be 
consulted from time to time whenever men- 
tion is made of or information is wanted 
concerning the sale which it advertised, or 
the farm where the stock it portrayed was 
produced. 

You probably can realize in your own case 
the point of this statement, and can readily 
recall that your best impression of some of 
the noted animals you have seen has been 
fixed in your mind by portraits of such ani- 


mals, which perhaps were m

There is one more point which we w 
like to bring out in connection nef 
portraiture, which to the initiated may seem 
hardly necessary, but to the breeder who is 
making his first efforts to get favorably be- 
fore the public, the suggestion may not come 
amiss. Not every attempt at animal por- 
traiture is successful. | Anyone can shoot 
pictures with a camera designed for genera] 
view work and perhaps get results, but the 
making of animal pictures requires more 
than mere photography; it requires an un- 
derstanding of the correct lines of the var- 
ious breeds and a knowledge of the charac- 
teristics sought by the buyers. To get best 
results, the best equipment obtainable is 
none too good, and when you are in the 
market for work of this sort you should in 
justice to yourself assure yourself that you 
are getting careful intelligent attention 
which will produce results.

Aberdeen-Angus at the British Royal. 


The 78th show of the Royal Agricultural 
Society opened at Cardiff, England, June 24. 
This was the first show since 1916, the 
Great War having put the regular annual 
shows out of business for the past two years. 
Naturally, Aberdeen-Angus breeders on this 
side want to know about the showing of our 
kind, so we have bodily lifted the London 
Live Stock Journal’s story of the Aberdeen- 
Angus from its report of the show in the 
issue of June 27: 

Though not large, the show of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle was quite satisfactory, keeping in view the dis- 
tance of Cardiff from the recognised home'ands of 
the breed. In one or two of the classes quality was a 
bit mixed, but in others there was particularly keen 
and close competition, and the judges had some tick- 
lish work cut out for them. Aged Bulls had a good 
leader in Captain C. T. Seott’s Proud George, a level, 
massive four-year-old of great character and short on 
the leg. Of the Georgina family, he was bred by Mr. 
A. T. Reid, of Auchterarder, and is by Romeo of Bal- 
lindalloch, out of Proud Grace of Eshott. Mr. Crid- 
lan had the second prize bull in Proud Idart, out of 
his show cow Tulip of Standen, a grandly-fronted, 
lengthy bull, though not so neat about the hocks as 
his rival. 


A couple of exceptionally nice bulls were shown 
in the Two-year-old class; indeed, it would take a 
xood long memory to recall a Royal Show where this 
class found better representatives. They were of 
somewhat the same type, but after a few movements 
round the ring the judges passed on to the top the 
exceedingly gay Etrurian of Bleaton, bred by Mr. 
Marshall, of Bleaton, and shown by Captain Scott, 
Buckland. He is a beautifully level bull, with nicely 
let down flank and grandly turned top. Sir George 
Cooper’s second prize bull, Elector of Hursley, though 
a bull of immense substance, does not carry his width 
back to his hindquarters so well as the Buckland bull, 
but he is a typical specimen of a beef-bred bull, 
near to the ground, and with grand spread of well- 
packed ribs. Mr. Wheler-Galton was third with Lord 
Allan of Claverdon, a good, level and useful bull, 


though wanting his thigh a bit. Mr. A. W. Mac- 


onochie, Cacketts, was fourth with Provost Marshal 
Petain, by Evenwood of Harviestoun. 


In a class of eleven Yearlings, in which type was a 
bit mixed, Mr. J. J. Cridlan was first with Eric 2nd 
of Maisemore, by Elegant of Tubberdaly, an exceed- 
ingly smart bull of taking style. He was shown in 
lean condition, a fact which, however, only served to 
emphasise the straightness of the lines upon which he 
is made. Mr. Bridges had a very strong second in 
Earl of Surrey by the Georgina sire Gath, and out of 
El'aline of Langshott, by Eland of Ballindalloch. He 
is of a different type from the leader, but his great 
scale and substance and the promise he gave of de- 
veloping into a rare old sire could not be set aside, 
and well entitled him to his position. With a good 
many round the ring he was a great favourite. Mr. 
Bailey Hawkins with his nice-topped Excellence of 
Stagenhoe, by Mulben Elector, was third, and Mr. 
Maconochie was fourth with Black Hero of Horsted, 
by Ethelant of Ballindalloch. He is a big, strong, 
useful bull, and well put together. Mr. Bailey Hawk- 
ins was fifth with Black Bill of Tillyrie, bred by Mr. 
R. M. Reid, a high-priced purchase at the last spring 
sale at Perth, while he again was followed by the 
Birmingham champion, Quality of Frampton, shown 
by Mr. Cridlan. 


There were half a dozen entries in the class for 
Cows, and here Mr. Bailey Hawkins had a good lead- 
ing number in Ethinison of Advie, bred by Mr. Peter 
Grant. She is a particularly sweet cow of perfect 
symmetry, and full of quality, and there was no get- 
ting past her lovely shape, her pretty head, and gen- 
eral carriage. Mr. Wigan was second with Tuberose 
of Conholt, by Baron Breslau, a low-standing, very 
sweet cow of nice flesh properties, but not so good in 
her girth as the Stagenhoe cow. Mr. Cridlan was 
third with Extra of Maisemore, by Proud Elf, a cow 
with an exceedingly sweet top and a nice cover of 
natural flesh, though wanting in the substance of the 
two placed before her. Captain C. T. Scott was 
fourth with Ida’s Image, bred by Lord Penrhyn, and 
Mr. Wheler-Galton fifth with a Blackbird cow, which 
had twin calves at foot, and making a very good job 
of them. 
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Two-Year-Old heifers were a small class of four. 
Mr. Bailey Hawkins had a good winner in Proud 
Primrose, by Prince of Jesters, a product of the late 
Dr. Clement Stephenson’s herd. She was shown in 
great form, and is particularly good in her top and 
quarters, and has a great cover of evenly put on 
flesh. Mr. Wheeler-Galton was second with Lady 
Margaret of Claverdon, a short, thick, very even cow 
with a nice head. Mr. Wigan, Conholt, had a good 
useful third in Lady Rose of Conholt, by Ebon of 
Ballindalloch. Mr. Bridges was fourth with the prize 
heifer Patisserie, a heifer of great size, and with 
makings of a fine cow about her. 

In a class of ten Yearlings, Mr. Bridges had an 
exceedingly good leader in Jill of Preston 17th, a 
Jilt bred by Rev. C. Bolden. Almost as soon as she 
entered the ring she was picked out for the place of 
honour, and very worthily she kept her place. Mr. 
Cridlan was second with a heifer of beautiful body, 
but not just so good in her head, nor showing the 
same amount of condition. Mr. Bailey Hawkins was 
third with Pride 5th, by Mulben Elector, a wide-top- 
ped, though not so evenly-made heifer, and Mr. Board, 
a young Welsh enthusiast, whose stock have been do- 
ing very well in South Africa, was fourth with the 
big, sappy Esterel of Frampton 4th, by Moose, bred 
by the late Colonel McInroy, of the Burn. 

When the first and second prize-winners paraded 
in the ring for the selection of the champion it had to 
be admitted that the English breeders had done well by 
the breed, and that the breed was doing well by itself 
under the eyes of the many foreign and: colonial 
critics who stood by the ringside. There was a clear 
way for the judges all through, however. Looking 
first for the best bull they could not get past Captain 
Scott’s two-year-old, and the owner of the Buckland 
herd had the further distinction of showing in his 
aged bull the second best bull of the breed. It was 
the cows that the judges had to favour in seeking the 
best female, the first and second in the class stand- 
ing champion and reserve champion of their sex. The 
gold medal offered by the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle 
Society for the best animal of the breed could not be 
denied Captain Scott’s two-year-old Etrurian of Bleat- 
on, which had also the Argentine medal, while as a 
matter of course there fell to the Stagenhoe cow the 
gold medal offered by the English Aberdeen-Angus 
Cattle Association for the best animal of opposite sex 
to the winner of the championship honours.

Bridges and Mr. A. B. Howkins divided the 
spoils.

ent the night at Williamstown, the 
seat of Williams College and home of ex- 
fuel administrator Garfield. It is a town of 
splendid natural beauty, overlooked by the 
Berkshire Hills in the distance. The next 
morning we ran out to the Hillside Farm 
of Sam P. Blagden to meet the owner and 
view his herd. We were, however, disap- 
pointed in that the owner was away, but 
manager Northrup took great pains to show 
us the place. The farm is typically named, 
as it lies largely along a great slope with 
4 dip into the valley where the homestead 
is nestled among the trees. Overlooking 
the whole, in her majesty, is Graylock, the 
highest Mountain in Massachusetts, com- 
pleting a real picturesque setting. 

Aberdeen-Angus are comparatively new 
on Hillside Farms where several Guernseys 
still “hang over”, showing the former tend- 
ency of the establishment along cattle lines. 
The herd bull is a son of great old Lucy’s 
Prince. The calves which he is getting 
show that he possesses intrinsically much 
of the goodness of his famous sire. We 
were much impressed with the success which 
these people are having in the production of 
feed, a fundamental necessity in livestock 
raising. A field of clover just being harvest- 
ed would do credit to any corn belt farm and 
other feed crops being produced in almost 
equal quantities suggest strongly the possi- 
bilities in that direction. ; 

The use of Aberdeen-Angus bulls on dairy 
cows for veal production has received con- 
siderable attention. This farm has some re- 
cords made during the last year that are 
interesting and convincing on this subject. 
Manager Northrup reported that they mar- 
ket their veal calves, dressed, at six weeks 
of age. They are sold on the local market, 
which is not discriminating and pays no 
more per pound for grade Aberdeen-Angus 
calves than for straight Guernsey veal. The 
average price received this spring for dress- 
ed veal was 30 cents per pound. The calves 
from Angus bulls weighed from 100 pounds 
to 109 pounds, and from Guernsey bulls 
from 70 to 75 pounds. All are the same age 
and from the same quality of Guernsey cows. 
The minimum difference of 25 pounds in 
favor of the Angus calf, even at 30 
cents makes an additional income of $7.50 
per head for them. Such evidence should 
be worth much towards creating sentiment 
for wider use of beef bulls on milk herds. 

We were now about 175 miles from New 
York and began our return. On the way 
we stopped at several points, calling on 
breeders, present or prospective. Among 
the places visited was the estate of Mrs. 
Jenkins of the Remington Arms Co., where 
nearly 100 head of high grade Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding cattle are maintained. 

After this trip, I am sure that the breed 
interests in that section are in safe hands. 
We only need to further appreciate that we 
have there a field worthy of the most care- 
ful attention in its development and to lend 
all possible encouragements and assistance 
to the pioneer breeders who are now sowing 
such good seed. 

There can be no question but what the 
possibilities of beef production in the East 
are good. The close proximately to our 
largest consuming centers, their natural 
grazing lands, their present difficulty in se- 
curing highly specialized farm labor, such as 
Is necessary in dairying, practically guaran- 
tee an early transformation of the cattle in- 
dustry of that territory. 

This means a dependable market ‘or the 
producer of foundation herds as well as for 
the man who caters more directly to the 
producer of commercial beef, both of which 
go hand in hand. We have long looked up- 
on the East as possessing the necessary fin- 
ances to do anything the people choose to do, 
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and it now seems the time is at hand when 
they are beginning to consider the field 
which most concerns us as Leef cattlemen. 

Let us all work together in perfect har- 
mony for the development of our breed in 
this practically virgin field and to see that 
it is done on a strictly constructive basis.—

have to rely on plenty of power, and this is 
given us only in the good old Percheron that 
is always ready to pull when asked to do so, 
without packing our land so hard that it 
would take years to get it back to normal. 
Some say that a tractor can plow more acres 
then a given number of horses. This we con- 
sider the smallest part of our work. The 
fitting of our land is the principal part of 
the game to produce the kind of crops we 
must have. 

Our system of keeping accounts con- 
sists of a set of blanks. They are simple, in 
every detail. It takes a few minutes every 
nizht to jot down the day’s proceedings, but 
only a few minutes, and at the end of each 
month we can readily see just where we are 
in very Cepartment; the amount of labor on 
cach cron, the amount of feed consumed by 
any number of live stock and what they give 
in return for it. I believe if you will go over 
these blanks ycu will readily see how ef- 
ficient they are, and so simple that any one 
can use them to much better advantage than 
a sct of books for each department. 

Our buildings are arranged for the con- 
venience of the work. We have moved our 
buildings in order to save time, and have 
live stock fed in very short time with little 
trouble. Four men do the work during the 
winter months, two of them being employed 
in the care of the live stock, which numbers 
up to about 200 head. The manure is kept 
cleaned out every day and sent to the fields, 
so that in the spring of the year we are al- 
ways ready to begin farm operations when- 
ever the season opens up.

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1 HE cattle market has been a paradox the past few months. 
At the time of the armistice, when we had over 2,000,000 
soldiers and sailors abroad with as many more mobilized, 
all eating U. S. beef in their ration, the cattle market was 
“sitting pretty,” as the dough boys say. Then war ended 
and the soldiers began coming home as fast as boats 
would bring them, and suddenly the cattle market went 
“blooey.” Of course, the facts of the trouble are plain 
enough when assembled and looked square in the face, though a 
lot of men claim they can’t understand how hogs kept on going up 
when cattle kept coming down, the margin widening and widening 
all the time when it costs more to produce beef than it does pork 
and beef is worth more as human food. Just remember that the 
world buys its pork from the U. S. all the time, especially its lard 
and fat cuts, while in ordinary times it buys beef where it can buy: 
it cheapest, which means in Australia and the Argentine the minute 
the boats got back into trade channels, where the British quickly 
put them with the signing of the armistice last November. What 
more simple than to haul Australian and New Zealand soldiers one 
way and come back with a load of beef to Europe? It would be the

The business at the Yards was practically suspended for a few days, 
though as this is written no one can see the end of the trouble, as 


natural and business thing to do, especially as Australian trade 
channels had been dammed up during months of war with practic- 
ally no exports of either meats or grains because of the lack of 
boats and the long haul. As to the South American beef, it is 
cheap beef, raised on cheap lands with no grain feed, so that it 
can undersell the cheap beef of the U. S., to say nothing of quality 
beef. When the war ended, our beef exports ended, as it was mere- 
ly a soldier proposition pure and simple. Our beef of Aberdeen- 
Angus quality is consumed at home, and to enlarge the market, 
more people must demand quality beef. The packers have got 
busy along this line in the last few weeks with ads in the metropoli- 
tan dailies telling the people to eat more beef. That’s the right 
idea; try it yourself, and when you stop at a hotel for dinner, don’t 
stop at asking for a GOOD STEAK, ask for an Aberdeen-Angus 
Steak.

no constructive policy is in sight for stamping out the menace, and 
whether other workers will be brought in or the colored people will 
be allowed to go to work remains to be seen. 
Texas to Winter Montana Cattle : 

Texas has not yet got back to a normal carrying capacity of 
cattle, which is around 400,000 head, according to the Drovers-Jour- 
nal-Stockman of Omaha, having about 267,000 steers above a year 
old. Hence, arrangements are being made to winter Montana 
cattle at $10 a head. Senator Kendrick of Wyoming will send 6,000 
head from his ranches. Demands of bankers in the Southwest for 
their loans is causing liguidation in many cases at a time when 
the cattlemen can see no necessity for such a harsh policy. Texas 
cattlemen think they are in the best condition for many a long day 
in spite of being a little crimped after three years of burning up. 
But with lots of grass for their cattle this year, good markets, and 
prospects of a settlement of Mexico, which would open up for re- 
stocking a cattle empire that has been out of the game for several 
years, it means that they will be the ones to furnish the cattle to 
restock this section. 
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Corn Belt Feeders Hit by Slump 


Corn Belt feeders of quality cattle were 
hard hit in the late spring and early sum- 
mer by the hard drop of prices on quality 
cattle. The boys with baby beeves got 
along well enough, but the men who fed the 
big ones of two years of age and higher had 
to take big losses when their feed bills were 
all figured up. While no guesses on the 
market are good any more, all signs point 
to a continual rise of the quality beef mar- 
ket until it gets back to normal. Even if 
our hog products are the only meats taken 
for export, when pork gets so high, there is 
4 turning to beef and other products here at 
home that serves to keep them lined up clos- 
er than they are at the present time. As 
4 matter of fact, the retail butcher is the 
boy who has been doing a little after-the- 
war profiteering on beefsteaks in order to 
get back some profits the Food Adminis- 
tration wouldn’t let him make during the 
war. Hence, he kept his prices right where 
they were when the packer began selling 
him the meat at a lower figure when the 
beef cattle market slumped. 

More Federal Legislation 


With a presidential election coming next. 
year, it is again necessary to go through 
the motions of helping the “dear peepul” by 
jumping on the packers. In the Kendrick- 
Kenyon bili, we have both parties and both 
the range and the Corn Belt represented in 
its fathering. Just how far they will get 
with the bill remains to be seen. Probably 
the licensing feature would be a good thing. 
as it would include commission companies 
too, and would give an opportunity for the 
Government t put out of business the kind 
of commission companies which prey on the 
shippers, like the one recently thrown out of 
the Chicago exchange when the income tax 
people and the Bureau of Markets crowd 
compared notes and found some $26,000 had 
been overcharged for feed. Score that one 
for the Bureau of Markets, which appears 
to be getting lined up to give the feeder and 
shipper real service that is worth something 
and can be depended upon. We will devote 
a considerable portion of this page here- 
after to the Bureau of Markets reports on 
the live stock markets of the country.

The 30 head of Short Horn-Aberdeen-An- 
gus baby beeves marketed at Kansas City 
by the Kansas Experiment Station at $15.25 
recently brought forth some favorable com- 
ment from Swift & Co., buyers. The sorg- 
hum silage lot dressed slightly higher than 
the corn silage lot, 60.35 and 59.14 being the 
ratings. 
Says the Kansas City Daily Drovers’ Tele- 
gram: 
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“Mr. Hovey took Profs. H. B. Winchester 
and F. W. Bell of the state college through 
the coolers to show them the way their 
“babies” dressed out, and pointed out early 
in the tour the fact that being highly bred 
animals they showed their quality from the 
very start. The carcasses had all the finish 
and quality that a high class trade could 
ask for and Mr. Hovey said that the 30 car- 
casses would be sent to New York to the 
finest trade known there. 


“Mr. Hovey also pointed out that the 
spayed heifers in the consignment, 15 head, 
dressed out just as well, if not a little bit 
better, than their 15 half brothers. The 
heifers showed virtually no udder develop- 
ment and the udder tissue, what litlte there 
was, was filled with fat. The heifers, while 
not quite so well sprung over the ribs as 
the steers, showed a fine fitting over the 
loins and carried nearly as good loins, if 
not quite as good, as did the steers. 


“In commenting on the quality of the beef 
from the 30 cross-bred Short Horn-Angus 
Mr. Hovey pointed to the carcasses of some 
grade steers on the adjoining rails. While 
these grades were well fitted they did not 
show the fine quality of beef, particularly 
in its marbling and fat, as was shown by 
the state college cross breds. 

“Lot No. 2, those that had the ration of 
sorghum silage, plus ground corn, alfalfa 
hay, and linseed oil meal, made the best 
dressing percentage, 60.35 per cent, while 
those of lot No. 1, which had the corn silage 
ration, plus ground corn, alfalfa hay, and 
linseed oil meal, dressed 59.14 per cent. The 
sorghum silage cattle made a better show- 
ing on the rail as well as in the feed lot 
and in dressing percentage. The beef from 
the 30 state college calves is of such a qual- 
ity as to lead Mr. Hovey to state that it 
could be marketed at a profit to Swift & 
Co. The 40 aged steers, fed by the state 
college and sold to Swift & Co. and market- 
ed by them at New York, Boston and Phila- 
delphia, were sold at wholesale at a net loss 
of from $1.40 to nearly $3 per hundred, with 
all credits given each steer for hide, tallow 
and all other by-products.”

of Aberdeen-Angus Cattle.” This bulletin 
Was unique in its contents and brought for- 
word many favorable comments from lead- 
ing authorities. The results of the leading 
Fat Stock Expositions and Shows in Great 
Britian, Canada and United States were 
tabulated in concise form and summarized 
so that data which required nearly a year to 
gather and edit was brought together in a 
suitable form for stockmen and students. 
The comparative merits of all beef breeds 
were assembled in such accurate form that 
the bulletin has been a standard work since 
its first issue. 

Five editions have been printed in ad- 
dition to several supplements comprising 
tens of thousands of copies. All these bulle- 
tins were printed and sent out free of 
charge. Although hundreds of thousands 
of bulletins and its supplementary folders 
containing the bare summaries have been 
distributed, the demand has increased to a 
point where it would be absolutely impos- 
sible for the Association to continue its ex- 
tension work without periodically issuing re- 
vised and up-to-date bulletins. 

Farm Paper Advertising Begun 

In addition to the issuing of bulletins 
at the outset of this period a limited amount 
of advertising was done in such journals 
as the Country Gentleman, Breeder’s Ga- 
zette, Progressive Farmer and La Hacienda, 
a journal printed in Spanish and circulating 
in South America. Satisfactory results were 
obtained from this source of publicity. Many 
interesting letters were received from the 
South American cattlemen indicating there 
is trade in store for the United States breed- 
ers as soon as it is cultivated in a logical 
manner. 

The accomplishment of the Association in 
adding new blood to its membership roll 
and the publicity campaign accomplished 
much but did not bring desired relief to 
small breeders in disposing of their surplus 
bulls under the then prevalent limited de- 
mand. In order to remedy the unsatisfac- 
tory conditions along this line, Spring Bull 
Sales were instituted in 1912 on a plan simi- 
lar to those conducted in Great Britain. The 
Association started these sales with the mis- 
sionary idea in view but also with the ob- 
ject of some day being able to make the 
sales indispensible to breeders and at the 
same time self supporting. 


Bull Sales for Small Breeders 

The first Spring Bull Sales averaged 
between $90 and $100 per head and those 
held up-to-date have varied, not any averag- 
ing less than $90 per head and some as high 
as $1,000 while the general average for over 
250 head disposed of in one week in 1916 
averaged $170 per head. 

Since then, the Spring Sales have yone 
ahead auspiciously, but with a branching out 
of the idea to state and now to county 
asociation sales, distributing the cattle over 
more local areas and reducing the expense 
of holding such sales. Three Tennessee 
sales are held, the last ones setting new rec- 
ords for all breeds in the South, as shown by 
Dr. Lowe’s article on the South. Tops of 
$1,000 have since been made as the Associ- 
ation bull sales with sale averages close to 
$300, where a few years ago there was 
practically no sale but steer market for the 
small breeders’ cattle. 

This shows very conclusively that the 
plan has gradually gained favor and a larg- 
er number of bulls could be disposed of each 
succeeding year at advanced prices. It can 
be logically claimed that the current prices 
of pure bred cattle are much higher than 
when the bull saies were started. However, 
it has also been demonstrated beyond a 
doubt that the plan has been most educat- 
ional of any instituted by a breed Associa- 
tion. 

Each succeeding year breeders vie with 
each other to win the prizes offered at the 
shows which are held in connection with the 
sales, and it has been proved that small 
breeders can sell their surplus as advantage- 
ously as the larger breeder, something that 
was rather the exception than the rule prior 
to the inauguration of these shows and sales. 

Government Co-operation for South 

These sales attracted nation-wide atten- 
tion because of the high plane on which they 
were conducted. The Federal Division of 
Animal Husbandry at Washington, D. C., 
which has stimulated and entirely revolu- 
tionized agricultural methods in the South, 
appealed to the cattle associations in 1913 
through its able chief, George M. Rommel, 
and the American Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association was the first to co-operate 
with the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture in introducing pure-bred cattle in 
the Southern States, according to the de- 
partment’s ideas, rules and regulations.

_ Many other satisfactory sales have 
since been conducted under the auspices of 
the Association in the South, the one held 
May 18, 1916, at the University of Tennessee 
in co-operation with the Farmers’ Conven- 
tion made an average of $247 on forty-three 
head. This was the most successful sale 
that had been held in the South up to that 
time and its success can be largely attrib- 
uted to the co-operation of the Extension 
Departments of the University of Tennes- 
see and the Federal Government, known as 
the Farmers’ Co-operative Demonstration 
work. 
Extension Work Next Step 

Although progress of the breed had at- 
tained undreamed of results through the

The possibilities of an Ex- 
tension Department in connection with the 
routine work of the Association was so ap- 
parent that after due consideration it was 
created and the services of a fieldman secur- 
ed to conduct matters of an extension nature. 
The merits of this plan proved so success ul 
and the growth of business in new territory 
so great, the plan has been enlarged and 
the force reorganized for greater efficiency. 

In the reorganization of the Extension, 
or Field, force, the Association has been 
working along lines of closer co-operation 
with the United States Government poke 
tablishing Calf Clubs for the boys and girs 
aiding pure bred sire campaigns, tick an

fever campaigns, and all other lines where 
our men could co-operate actively with the 
County Agents, the live stock experts and 
the state colleges and experiment stations. 
It is no secret among many of our leading 
breeders that this kind of work has done 
much to put the breed in its proper position 
in the South. 

Publicity work was also much enlarged 
with the addition of an Assistant Secretary 
early in 1918. In addition to the booklets 
and paid space in farm papers, his duties 
have included the making of slides, posters, 
planning moving pictures, writing special 
articles for magazines, newspapers, etc., 
both at home and abroad. In other words, 
publicity, or advertising, has been brought, 
up to the date and co-ordinated for the great- 
est good for the greatest number. We now 
advertise in some sixty papers instead of 
three or four, at different times of the year, 
while the various forms of advertising catch 
the eye of the world at every turn in calen- 
dars, booklets, paid advertising, moving pic- 
tures, special articles, slides for lanterns, 
cuts, mats and photographs. 

It is fitting now that we should enter 
yet another phase, a phase that is bound to 
do more than any other one single thing yet 
to unite the Aberdeen-Angus interests and 
direct their progress in the right direction. 
That is the inauguration of a breed paper— 
THE ABERDEEN-ANGUS JOURNAL. 
While many of us have known the need of 
such a paper for years, the small number of 
our breeders and the necessity of having it 
stand by itself as a business proposition 
pure and simple, has kept the matter in 
obeyance until the present time.
